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Threat: School to be 'another Columbine' 


Teen in custody for allegedly threatening to choke student to death, throw pipe bombs in her windows

A Lawrenceburg teen 
who police say threatened 
to “choke the life out” of a 
female student and “have 
another Columbine” at the 
high school was arrested 
early Monday morning. 

James R. Tindal, 19, of 1430 
Van Buren Road, Lawrence¬ 
burg was charged with 25 
counts of third-degree terror¬ 


istic threatening, one count 
of second-degree terroristic 
threatening and 
41 counts of 
harassing com¬ 
munications, 
according to 
Lawrenceburg 
Police Chief 
Chris Atkins. 

The chilling 
threats were 
delivered via text message 


to the female student, police 
said, and included throw¬ 
ing pipe bombs through the 
student’s window as well as 
shooting her, according to 
a warrant for his arrest on 
file at the Anderson County 
Courthouse. 

Atkins said he would not 
rule out additional charges 
for Tindal, and believes the 
threats to be an isolated inci¬ 
dent. 


Atkins said he received 
a complaint shortly after 
midnight about the suspect, 
a former Anderson County 
student, sending text mes¬ 
sages that allegedly contained 
physical threats against a 
female juvenile at Anderson 
County High School and 
threats to commit violent acts 
at the school. 

According to a warrant 
for his arrest, Tindal alleg¬ 


edly sent text messages to a 
17-year-old female student 
and stated he was going to 
“choke the life out of her and 
watch last breath leave her 
body through his hands.” 

Tindal’s messages also stat¬ 
ed “he will throw one of his 
pipe bombs through her win¬ 
dow and shoot her through 
her window” according to the

Fire damages 
home in Alton

An Alton man’s home sustained dam¬ 
age Sunday when an electrical problem 
caused his home to catch fire. 

The home, located at 1688 Grafenburg 
Road, caught fire while the owner was 
watching televi¬ 
sion, according to 
Anderson County 
Fire Chief Mike 
Barnes. 

“He was watch¬ 
ing TV when a 
fuse blew,” Barnes 
said. “He went out 
to the garage, put 
in a new fuse and 
went back inside 
and turned the TV back on.” 

A short time later the fuse blew again, 
Barnes said. 

“When he went back to the garage it 
was full of smoke so he pulled the electric 
main and called 911.” 

When firefighters arrived the home’s 
attic was also full of smoke. Firefight¬ 
ers made their way into the home’s attic, 
Barnes said, and found the fire burning in 
an eve.

When a young woman saw 
the sign Alonzo Gaines was 
carrying around Lawrence¬ 
burg last Friday afternoon, he 
said she began to cry. 

“It was obvious to me that 
she had already had an abor¬ 
tion,” said Gaines, who was 
decked out in camouflage cov¬ 
eralls with a variety of anti¬ 
abortion buttons gracing his 


clothes and hat. 

“I asked her if she had 
already asked God for forgive¬ 
ness, and she said yes. Then 
I told her there is one more 
important thing she needed to 
do, and that was forgive her¬ 
self.” 

Gaines braved Friday’s snow 
and freezing conditions to raise 
awareness about what he says 
is the evil of abortion by car-

No tax increase 
puts teacher pay 
raises in jeopardy 

Financial officer warns school board 
during presentation of draft budget

Given the school board’s choice last 
year to keep the tax rate flat, Anderson 
County High School teachers will be 
lucky to get a salary step increase next 
fall, Finance Officer Nick Clark warned 
the school board. 

Clark, who presented next year’s draft 
budget to the school board during its 
meeting Monday night, said without a tax 
increase, the board may be only able to 
give teachers a salary step increase, minus 
last year’s 1 percent raise. 

“Without that tax increase, my hands 
are tied,” Clark said, adding that the dis¬ 
trict would be lucky to get the salary step 
increase for teachers next school year. 

Back in July 2012, the school board 
approved a salary step increase, based 
on a teacher’s years teaching and experi¬ 
ence, and a 1 percent raise for the district’s 
teachers in the effort to keep salaries

Failing youth 
football program 
dysfunctional’ 

Coach Peach trying to resurrect system

What if a town was home of a state¬ 
wide high school football power drawing 
overflow crowds on Friday 
nights but did not have 
enough boys signing up to 
form a youth league in the 
same sport? 

Lawrenceburg is getting 
dangerously close to that 
point and Anderson County 
High School football coach 
Mark Peach has joined sev¬ 
eral other local youth football enthusiasts 
to do something about it.

search warrant narrative, and that “he would 
go to the school and have another [expletive] 
Columbine.” 

Lawrenceburg city police arrested Tindal 
around 3 a.m. at his residence, according to 
police reports. 

Because of a possible connection regarding a 
relative of the suspect who works at Emma B. 
Ward Elementary, Atkins said, the elementary 
campus was also searched and secured by law 
enforcement. 

“There was never any question that the kids 
were going to be safe to go to school this morn¬ 
ing,” Atkins said Monday morning. “We weren’t 
going to let kids go into a dangerous situation.” 

Extra security was added at Emma B. Ward 
and Anderson County High School in the form 
of police officers stationed in entryways to 
each campus, Mitchell said. 

Mitchell said a One Call notification was 


sent early Monday morning to Emma B. Ward 
and Anderson County High School parents 
informing them of the threats and increased 
law enforcement presence. 

“We are very fortunate that our law 
enforcement handled this very quickly, and 
we worked with them very closely with law 
enforcement to make sure sites were secure 
before the decision was made to hold school 
today” Mitchell said Monday morning. 

Monday morning’s threats came on the tail 
end of the school district’s renewed efforts 
to improve and update its security measures, 
with local law enforcement and emergency 
management officials performing security 
assessments at each campus. 

“I think that we can never take enough mea¬ 
sures to ensure the safety of our students and 
staff. I think the work that we’ve done so far 
has been a great step,” Mitchell said. 

“Safety is the No. 1 priority and we will 
make sure we’re doing everything possible to 
make sure our schools are safe.”

competitive with other 
Kentucky school dis¬ 
tricts. 

The $22 million draft 
budget includes about 
$359,000 in salary and 
benefits expenses for 
2013-2014, with total 
payroll accounting for 
80.16 percent of the 
board’s budget. 

At $5.52 per $1,000 
assessed value, the cur¬ 
rent school district’s tax 
rate brought in $8,072 
million in revenue for 
2012-2013, an increase 
of about $130,000 over 
last year thanks to an 
increase in assessed 
property values and 
Wild Turkey’s distillery 
expansion, according to 
Anderson News reports. 

Clark, who said he 
met with the budget 
committee two weeks 
prior to the Jan. 29 meet¬ 
ing, said about $53,000 
has been set aside under 
the site-based decision 
making council budget 
for instruction to pur¬ 
chase textbooks for next 
fall. Clark said he kept 
about $200,000 toward 
purchasing two more 
school buses as well. 

In terms of state 
funding, Support Edu¬ 
cation Excellence in 
Kentucky or SEEK is 


now down to levels 
from about four years 
ago, Clark said, with 
the district losing about 
$294,000 to start off fall 
2013. 

After so-called fiscal 
cliff funding was passed 
earlier this year, the dis¬ 
trict may see as much 10 
percent in cuts for some 
of its federal programs, 
Clark said, which may 
affect the board’s gen¬ 
eral fund. 

The district’s contin¬ 
gency fund will also be 
taking a hit, dropping 
from 6.29 to 2.13 percent, 
a few points higher than 
the 2 percent contin¬ 
gency fund minimum 
required by the state. 

Board member Roger 
McDowell, concerned 
about the decrease in 
contingency, asked how 
much money would 
need to be brought in 
to keep levels at 5-6 per¬ 
cent. 

Clark said the board 
would need about 
$900,000 in additional 
funds for the 2013-2014 
school year to bring con¬ 
tingency back to where 
the fund was this Christ¬ 
mas. 

With the Kentucky 
School Boards Insur¬ 
ance Trust or KSBIT 
dissolving its deficit- 
ridden agency earlier 
this month, Clark said 
the school district may 
be need to contribute 


a portion of the $50-60 
million in liabilities now 
the burden of school dis¬ 
tricts across the state. 

Despite the fact that 
the district has not 
purchased insurance 
through KSBIT in more 
than 15 years, Clark said, 
the board may still be 
accountable for what it 
purchased in the past 
from the agency. 

According to a state¬ 
ment from the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of 
Education, about 174 
public school districts 
will be affected by 
KSBIT’s deficit, with the 
state department wait¬ 
ing on the final amount 
of assessments from the 
Kentucky League of 
Cities and the Kentucky 
School Boards Associa¬ 
tion. 

According to Clark, 
it is unknown how 
much each school 
district, Anderson 
County included, will be 
required to pay. 

“What that amount 
is going to be, I don’t 
know,” Clark said. 

KSBIT was respon¬ 
sible for covering school 
districts, colleges and 
universities for risks 
ranging from school bus 
accidents to compensa¬ 
tion for sick and injured 
employees, according to 
a news release from the 
Kentucky Department 
of Education. 


The draft budget 
figures, of course, are 
subject to change, Clark 
said, and he said he 
hopes they change for 
the better. 

A tentative bud¬ 
get will be completed 
in May, and with the 
school board’s approval, 
sent to the Kentucky 
Department Education 
to be reviewed. 

A final working bud¬ 
get will come before 
the board for vote and 
approval in September. 

“We’ve got some dif¬ 
ficult decisions to sit 
down and make,” Clark 
said. 

The January board 
meeting was the first 
time new school board 
chairman James Sargent 
led the proceedings 
with Scott Brown as vice 
chairman and Donna 
Drury as the new board 
member, replacing 
Steve Higgins. 

Sheriff's office 
reports on security update 

Sgt. Greg Boblitt of 
the Anderson County 
Sheriff’s Office reported 
on the school safety 
surveys and lockdown 
procedures being 
conducted across the 
district over the last sev¬ 
eral weeks. 

Boblitt said each 
school has been in good 
shape procedure-wise, 
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and Director of Student 
Services Derek Shouse 
said he appreciated how 
law enforcement has let 
school officials and staff 
into the process. Shouse 
said he hopes to con¬ 
duct about two to four 
intruder drills annually 
at each school. 

Last Tuesday morn¬ 
ing was the last day for 
safety assessments per¬ 
formed with the help 
of state and local law 
enforcement. 

“We yield to the 
experts,” Shouse said. 
“This is what they do for 
a living.” 

Shouse he’s received a 
lot of recommendations 
about school safety but 
the district will need 
to look at what is most 
cost-effective, and what 
can be done right now to 
make students as safe as 


possible. 

Other business 

Mitchell recognized 
the accomplishments of 
Anderson County High 
School student Nathan 
Bentley. Bentley recent¬ 
ly placed second at a 
KACTE Entrepreneur- 
ship event for his busi¬ 
ness plan presentation 
for Bentley Buildings 
Company. 

Mitchell also rec¬ 
ognized school board 
members in recogni¬ 
tion of the 18th annual 
School Board Recogni¬ 
tion Month, which 
acknowledges the work 
of more than 872 board 
members across the 
state during the month 
of January.

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Teens OK after vehide lands upside down in creek

Sunday’s fire wasn’t the only thing 
that kept Anderson County’s first 
responders busy 

In the span of a few hours fire¬ 
fighters and EMS responded to a total 


of seven incidents, including one 
involving two teenagers whose car 
flipped upside down in Hammond’s 
Creek. 

Both teenagers were transported to 
area hospitals for precautionary pur¬ 
poses, EMS officials said, but were not 
seriously hurt. 


The vehicle in which the teens 
were riding apparently went off a 
steep driveway, flipped and landed on 
the roof in the creek. 

Battalion Chief Chad Womack of 
the Anderson County Fire Depart¬ 
ment said he was fighting the fire 
on Grafenburg Road when the Ham¬ 


mond’s Creek call came out around 
5:30 p.m. 

He said by the time he and other 
rescuers arrived, the two teens were 
already out of the creek. 

They were transported by Ander¬ 
son County EMS.

Things reached a crisis 
stage last fall when the local 
league barely had enough 
boys for even two teams in 
each age group. They played 
each other nearly every 
weekend but also took to the 
road to play games in towns 
as far away as Richmond. 

Derek Shouse, direc¬ 
tor of student services for 
Anderson County Schools, is 
one who signed up his son, 
Grayson, on a team made up 
of Anderson County chil¬ 
dren that participated in the 
Frankfort youth league pro¬ 
gram last fall. He had been 
concerned about what he 
saw as a “dysfunction” in the 
local program. 

“Grayson played here 
in the third grade, but we 
barely had enough kids for 
three teams,” said Shouse, 
who helped coach that team. 
“We had 13 kids on each 
team. That’s not enough. Lots 
of different things cause you 
to need a few extra players: 
Kids get hurt. They get sick. 
They will have other family 
obligations.” 

Shouse was very con¬ 
cerned. 

“I had coached enough 
football that I wanted to do it 
right,” he said. 

Peach said he was alarmed 
when he learned of the prob¬ 
lem. 

“There was no reason 
for our community and 
county to not have a first- 
class youth league football 
program,” he said. “Kids 
from our youth league and 
our middle school program 
played in back-to-back 
regional championship 
games.” 

The 2011 high school team 
advanced all the way to the 
state Class 5A championship 
game before it lost to Bowl¬ 
ing Green. 

Peach has joined some 
local youth league support¬ 
ers in their concern over the 
direction of the program 
and the trend of local boys 
ending up on teams in other 
towns. They have formed a 
committee, which includes 
parks and recreation direc¬ 
tor Nick Satterly, designed to 
revive the local program and 
bring local boys back into 
the local fold. 

Just a few years ago, the 
Anderson County Parks 
Department league boasted 
two separate age divisions 
with 90 boys and four to six 
teams in each. 

The committee wants to 
get the local league back to 
that level. 

“We see the great success 
our Little League baseball 
program has had,” said 
Peach, who has coached in 
that league as well. “We now 
have a nice blueprint for an 
organization.” 


Others currently work¬ 
ing with Peach and Satterly 
include Brad Briscoe, Paul 
Mann and Shouse. All have 
worked with youth football, 
with Mann currently serv¬ 
ing as an assistant coach at 
Anderson County Middle 
School. 

Shouse has also worked 
in youth football and spent 
10 years as head coach at the 
middle school and assistant 
coach at the high school. 

Anderson County Judge- 
Executive John Wayne 
Conway said he is also con¬ 
cerned about the decline 
of local youth football. The 
county has recently built a 
new youth football field at 
Community Park and has 
purchased major upgrades in 
equipment. 

Conway said he and the 
fiscal court’s parks and rec¬ 
reation committee are aware 
that not everyone approves 
of what has been happening 
with parks and recreation. 

“There are people who 
don’t like way parks and rec¬ 
reation is going, that’s part 
of it, but I can assure you 
changes are being made,” 
Conway said Monday morn¬ 
ing, adding that he and the 
fiscal court are working hard 
to turn programs around. 

“That’s the reason the 
parks and recreation com¬ 
mittee is meeting every 
month this year,” said Con¬ 
way. 

“We want to get our youth 
programs built to what they 
once were, if not better.” 

Conway said doing so 
has been difficult in part 
because of an effort to field 
a youth team made up of 
Anderson County boys in 
the Frankfort youth football 
leagues 

“There’s [a man] who 
starts recruiting for a team 
he calls the Anderson Coun¬ 
ty Falcons,” Conway said. 
“He’s out hustling and get¬ 
ting the jump on Anderson 
County.” 

Shouse signed his son up 
to play for the Falcons last 
fall. 

When his son was in the 
third grade, his team scrim¬ 
maged the Falcons. Shouse 
came away impressed with 
that team and the Frankfort 
organization. 

“They had a team in each 
league,” Shouse said of the 
Falcons competing in both 
age divisions in the Frank¬ 
fort league. 

“They had 18 on a team 
and they had six teams, 
counting the team from 
Anderson County.” 

And Shouse said his son 
had a very good experience 
playing in the Frankfort 
league. He believes the rea¬ 
son is three-fold. 

“They had more competi¬ 
tion,” Shouse said. “When 
you are playing the same 
team every week, it becomes 
disenchanting for the kids. 


“In the Frankfort league, 
the kids have an opportunity 
to play for a championship. 
They also have the opportu¬ 
nity to play for a spot on an 
all-star team.” 

Both Peach and Shouse 
said they would like to see 
the same things available 
locally. Both understand the 
initial building block to a 
great high school football 
program is found in the 
youth league. 

“Boyle County has gone 
to 10 regional championship 
games in 14 years,” Peach 
said. “They have a great 
youth program.” 

“The main thing about 
a youth sport is to teach the 
fundamentals and teach 
them the right way,” Shouse 
said. 

Peach admitted that the 
recent emphasis on head 
injuries nationally might 
have had an effect on the 
numbers playing locally, but 
he noted that at the middle 
and high school levels, more 
boys are playing the sport 
than ever before. 

Peach said he is deter¬ 
mined that the high school 
football program, which has 
been detached from the local 
youth program for years, will 
have a major role. He said 
that each high school coach 
will be a sort of a liaison to a 
youth team, available to be a 
sounding board for ideas and 
offering suggestions to youth 
coaches. 

He has also committed his 
coaches to working with the 
youth teams in pre-season. 

He envisions position coach¬ 
es working with large groups 
of kids, regardless of which 
team they play on, teach¬ 
ing the fundamentals of the 
game. 

“Coach Peach has assured 
me he wants to get on top 


of the youth program and 
rebuild it,” Conway said. “He 
and his staff will work close¬ 
ly with whomever the parks 
and recreation director is to 
rejuvenate this and get kids 
back into playing Anderson 
County recreation football.” 

Peach said his staff will 
begin work with youth foot¬ 
ball just after high school 
practice begins in July. 

“We are looking for the 
youth football (pre-season 
drills) to start on July 22,” 
Peach said. 

That date, in itself, tells a 
story about the local efforts. 
For years, the parks and rec¬ 
reation department relied 
on getting the word out 
when school started in early 
August. Flyers were distrib¬ 
uted in the schools and a 
small ad and announcement 
would appear in The Ander¬ 
son News. 

Last year, however, the 
local school year did not 
commence until mid-August, 
creating a time issue. 

Currently, registrations 
are planned for the spring, 
taking a cue from Little 
League baseball and the 
Anderson Independent 
Youth Soccer Association, 
which have been conduct¬ 
ing sign-ups in recent weeks 
for the spring sports. Online 
registrations are another pos¬ 
sibility. 

The committee has also 
been in contact with youth 
football organizations in sev¬ 
eral nearby counties, glean¬ 
ing ideas for a successful 
local program and discussing 
a possible youth football con¬ 
ference. 

“We are very serious about 
this,” Peach said several 
times during an interview 
last week. Peach, along with 
Mann, worked a table to 
provide information about 


the efforts at Emma B. Ward 
School during Saturday’s 
youth basketball games. 

Shouse, despite working 
with Peach, said he is not 
sure where his son will play 
football this fall. He had a 
good experience in Frank¬ 
fort but Anderson County is 
home. 

“I am in the middle,” he 
said. “I want to be here, but I 
want to see how it is going to 
be done.... If we have one of 
the best Little League (base¬ 
ball) programs around, we 
should have one of the best 
with all sports.” 

Peach agrees. 

“Our county and commu¬ 
nity has provided a positive 
experience for our young 
people in basketball and 
baseball. 

“We should be able to do 
the same in football. If coun¬ 
ties half our size can produce 
a quality youth league pro¬ 
gram, we should be able to 
do the same here in Ander¬ 
son County. 

“We know we can do it 
because we have done if 
before in football. Our 2011 
football seniors participated 
in our little league here, 
had a positive experience 
and went on to our middle 
school and then to our high 
school and played for a state 
championship in 2011. We 
want to make our youth 
league program even better 
than it was then. We have a 
tremendous opportunity and 
I am extremely excited to be 
able to be a part of this pro¬ 
cess for the young people of 
Anderson County.”

“They had to pull the 
plaster down in the liv¬ 
ing room to expose the 
fire,” Barnes said, add¬ 
ing that the cause was 
almost certainly electri¬ 
cal. 

“It’s probably some¬ 
thing that was develop¬ 
ing for years and finally 
overheated,” he said. 

Barnes said the home 
sustained limited dam¬ 
age, including three 
burned trusses and 
the portion of the ceil¬ 
ing that had to be torn 
down. 

“The homeowner was 
very fortunate because 
we got here quick and 
the station was right up 
the road,” Barnes said 
Monday afternoon.

The school district’s recent efforts to make 
sure children are safe paid off early Monday 
morning in more ways than one. 

When a man allegedly made numerous threats 
against a female student, the high school and 
an elementary school, district officials and law 
enforcement acted smartly and quickly by ensur¬ 
ing that the schools weren’t only safe, but that the 
public was kept informed. 

First they made sure the person who allegedly 
made those threats was investigated, charged and 
put in jail. 

Second they made every effort to ensure that 
the school buildings were safe and secure long 
before students started arriving for classes Monday 
morning. 

Third, they made sure that the public was notified by con¬ 
tacting local media early that morning to get credible informa¬ 
tion on the street. 

Local media would be us, specifical¬ 
ly staff writer Meaghan Downs whose 
news beat includes education. 

By doing so we were able to share 
information directly from Superinten¬ 
dent Sheila Mitchell and Lawrence- 
burg Police Chief Chris Atkins about 
exactly what happened, when it hap¬ 
pened and that the school buildings 
were safe for children. 

By the time students were head¬ 
ing into class, our website and social 
media platforms were already updat¬ 
ed with facts — not rumors and half- 
truths — giving our readers and the 
community a sense of relief, some of 
which was reflected back to us. 
“Thank you for posting. I have 
children at both schools involved and while the ‘One Call’ from 
the schools let me know something had happened, your article 
gave the details I was wanting,” wrote one of our facebook 
friends. 

“Great article on-line,” wrote another. “Thanks for keeping 
us up to date.” 

Of course the district has multiple platforms for reaching 
parents, including social media and its own website. It also 
has the persistent One Call Now model, which delivers a pre¬ 
recorded message from the district to those who have signed up 
for the service. 

But it also has The Anderson News, which always stands 
ready to do whatever it can to help our public agencies deliver 
important information, particularly when there is a crisis. 

For their help in making sure that happened Monday morn¬ 
ing, we publically thank Superintendent Mitchell, Chief Atkins 
and Sheriff Troy Young for making sure we — and by proxy 
you — were in the loop. 

S peaking of in the loop... 

Business owners shouldn’t be surprised to learn in Feb¬ 
ruary that they no longer will have to shell out money 
each year for a county business license. 

The fiscal court is poised to do away with that license 
requirement — a decision that will likely be met with equal 
amounts of enthusiasm and doubt by business owners. 

Some will say it’s just one less obstacle for local businesses to 
hurdle as they try to stay afloat. Others will say it leaves local 
businesses vulnerable to outsiders who no longer have to pay a 
fee to swoop into Anderson County, complete a job and leave. 

Doing away with that license requirement will reduce the 
fiscal court’s revenue about $60,000, but it appears magistrates 
would prefer a slight drop in revenue over the cacophony of 
complaints from businesses. 

What shouldn’t surprise business owners to learn is that 
there’s almost no chance that city government will follow suit 
and drop its own business license requirement, which is already 
considerably more expensive than the county’s ever was. 

S peaking of expensive... 

Sports editor John Herndon’s piece this week on the 
declining number of players in parks and recreation foot¬ 
ball is the tip of the iceberg when it comes to dissatisfaction 
with the county park. 

Used by thousands for a variety of purposes, the park has 
never become even a portion of what other community’s have 
to offer and money is the biggest reason why. 

Obvious omissions in the park include tennis courts and 
other amenities, not the least of which is a pool. 

Magistrates are in a constant tug-of-war about how to 
spend limited tax dollars, and agreeing to spend cash on park 
improvements is a tough sell to county residents who live on 
pothole-filled roads. 

Not to mention underpaid EMS workers and other county 
staff. 

The good news is that despite limited resources, the cur¬ 
rent version of the fiscal court is making every effort to make 
improvements. The bad? Short of spending hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars, those efforts continue to fall short of what 
people actually want.

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Mind travel your way to a warmer place 


I ’ve decided to do a little 
imaginary traveling 
during these winter 
months. I’ve decided that 
the ups and downs of Ken¬ 
tucky weather can be fun. 
In my head, 

I’ll be in Phoe¬ 
nix when our 
temps here hit 
60. When it’s 
cold and snowy, 

I’ll be in Colo¬ 
rado skiing. 

When it’s freez¬ 
ing out I’ll be 
in Minnesota, 
with my rela¬ 
tives. See, mind 
travel is cheap 
and easy. I don’t 
even have to 
find a sitter for the dogs. 

Speaking of dogs, thank 
you all for coming out (or 
trying to) for the Humane 
Society’s Spay-ghetti dinner 
at Edwardo’s. Your generosi¬ 
ty raised over $1,200 for the 
Spay/Neuter Fund. Now, 
help us spread the word 
that we have money to 
help people lower the cost 
of getting their pet fixed. 
Forms are at the library, 
our adoption center or on 
our website. 

My dogs, Spanky and 
Tiller, have been exception¬ 
ally good lately. That con¬ 
cerns me. Maybe they’ve 
just reached that perfect 
age, old enough to do it all, 
but wise enough to know 
better. They are two come¬ 
dians, though. Spanky’s 
latest trick is opening the 
storm door and letting her¬ 
self out. 

Tiller, the older of the 
two, politely waits for 
me to reach the door and 
open it for her. Spanky, the 
younger, thinks she has to 
make sure it’s safe for me 
out there. Their vocabularv 


has reached a frightening 
level. If they even hear me 
say “garden” on the phone 
they are immediately wait¬ 
ing and wagging at the 
door. They miss summer, 
too. 

I have now started some 
plants indoors on a heat 
mat. Once the sprouts are 
up, I’ll turn on the hang¬ 
ing f lorescent lights. Then, 
the daily watch begins. 

It’s important to keep the 
lights at just the right 
level above the plant, and 
keep raising them as the 
plant grows. If they have 
to struggle up to reach the 
light, they end up with 
skinny stems and stalks. 

After they’ve grown 
to about 2 inches or so, I 
turn on an oscillating fan. 
This imitates the wind and 
also helps make the stems 
strong. This is also when I 
start having tea with them. 
Actually, I just water them 
with my unsweetened 
tea, once a week. Left over 
black coffee will work as 
well. I also give them some 
egg water once a week. 

I rinse my eggshells, toss 
them in a container (an ice 
cream tub works) and then 
cover them with water. 

I keep the shells covered 
with water as I add more. 
After two weeks, the cal¬ 
cium has leached out of the 
shells and into the water. 
Then, I strain or pick out 
the shells and use the water 
for the plants. 

After I transplant the 
sprouts into larger contain¬ 
ers, I use only water for 
two weeks. Then, I start the 
fertilization program again 
with tea and egg water. 

It’s so much fun to watch 
everything grow. That 
room becomes the most 
tronical room in the house. 


So, when I’m in there, my 
mind travel takes me to “da 
Caribbean, mon.” 

The harsh reality only 
hits me when I come out 
of the room. I make a bee¬ 
line to the wood stove and 
practically hug it for an 
hour until I acclimate to 
the cold. The wood stove is 
about to get a little clean 
up with dried potato skins. 

A couple of times during 
the winter, at the start and 
in the middle, I burn dried 
potato skins in the wood 
stove. There is something in 
the potato skins that keeps 
the stovepipe from getting 
as much soot build. It’s not 
exactly a Teflon coating, 
but that’s the idea. 

Since I don’t want to 
climb up on the roof to 
clean the pipes in January 
and I don’t want a fire in 
the pipe, this is my alter¬ 
native. It’s worked for me 
for many years. Next time 
you make mashed potatoes, 
just put the skins on a few 
paper plates to dry. Toss 
them in to burn, after you 
have a fire started. That’s 
all there is to it. 

Now, go find a warm spot 
and then do a little mind 
travel of your own. I think 
I’ll head down to Florida 
today. 

My cousin lives there 
and told me she just picked 
a few tomatoes. With the 
scent of a little turkey 
bacon in the skillet and 
wafting on the air, ocean 
sounds from the stereo, 
paperback in hand and I 
am there. Best I all, I won’t 
be tracking sand through 
the house. 

Happy growing.

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Church names reveal little about what's inside 


O n Nov. 24, the 
Jameson family 
named their new¬ 
born baby girl Hashtag, 
after Twitter’s use of 
the (#) 
symbol. 

The year 
before, 
an Egyp- 
tian man 
named his 
son Face- 
book, and 
in 2011 an 
Israeli cou¬ 
ple named 
their baby 
Like. 

These 
babies join celebrities’ 
babies Spec Wildhorse 
Mellencamp, Moxie 
Crimefighter Jillette, 
Pilot Inspecktor Lee 
and Audio Science 
Clayton, which makes 
Apple Blythe Alison 
Martin sound almost 
traditional as a baby 
name. 

I think people’s 
names say much more 
about the parents than 
about the child. Nam¬ 
ing your kid Moxie 
Crimefighter is setting 
him up to be pushed 
into lockers in middle 


school. 

Then there are 
church names. 

I’ve always won¬ 
dered about churches 
with “First” in their 
names - First Baptist, 
First Presbyterian. I 
guess they want every¬ 
one to know they were 
there first. 

When I lived in 
Portland, Me., for a 
few years I went to 
First Baptist Church 
in Portland. A sign 
out front read: “First 
Baptist Church—Jesus 
Never Fails.” My friend 
Terry, who grew up in 
Portland, said she used 
to walk by the church 
on her way to school 
and always thought the 
sign meant that it was 
the first Baptist church 
Jesus never failed — as 
if he had failed all the 
other Baptist churches. 

Two churches in 
Texas are named Divide 
Baptist Church and 
Petty United Methodist 
Church. There’s also a 
Boring United Method¬ 
ist Church and a Half 
Way Baptist Church. 

Canada may have 
the longest-named 


church: St. Francis 
National Evangelical 
Spiritual Baptist Faith 
Archdiocese of Canada, 
or “St. Francis N.E.S.B.F. 
Archdiocese of Canada” 
for short. 

I don’t know about 
you, but I’d be embar¬ 
rassed to invite some¬ 
one to come with me 
to Hot Rod Church for 
Sinners or Scum of the 
Earth Church, although 
there’s no doubt what 
they believe about the 
state of humanity. 

What if you invited 
someone to go to San¬ 
dals or Matthew’s Party 
or even The Salvage 
Yard—what would they 
think? 

On the flipside— 
there’s actually a 
church called Flipside, 
“turning the world 
upside down for Jesus.” 

The trend for new 
churches today is one- 
or two-word ambiguous 
names such as Reso¬ 
nate, Revolution, Radi¬ 
ance, Redeemer, Mosaic, 
Encompass, Journey, 
Legacy, Celebration, 
Elevation, Mars Hill,

I also picture lots of 
young people bringing 
their kids to church, 
and I like that. 

Maybe it’s the names 
that draw them; I don’t 
know. 

This past weekend 
my husband and I 
went out for a drive 
and as we took some 
back roads we passed a 
church called Faithful 
Few Ministries. That’s 
what got me thinking 
about church names. 

I was (and still am) 
curious about how 
they came to call 
themselves Faithful 
Few. 

The church looked 
old, which doesn’t 
mean anything. Old on 
the outside doesn’t nec¬ 
essarily mean stale on 
the inside. Neither does 
new and trendy on 
the outside mean the 


members don’t cling to 
lifeless theology. 

You can’t judge 
a book by its cover 
and you can’t judge a 
church by its build¬ 
ing, but sometimes 
you can get an idea 
of a church’s identity 
or personality by its 
name. 

If that’s true, then 
the people who chose 
that name see them¬ 
selves as Faithful Few, 
which, in my opinion, 
reeks of arrogance and 
self-righteousness (and 
yes, I’m fully aware 
that my pointing that 
out reeks of arrogance 
and self-righteousness 
even more). 

It sounds biblical 
and humble, but call¬

God is the faithful 
one. 

When it comes to 
church names, maybe 
the best one is this:

Jesus For Mercy and To 
Be Covered With His 
Righteousness By Grace 
Alone Through Faith 
Alone. 

Or maybe just 
#grace.

rying a two-sided sign while walking around 
downtown Lawrenceburg. One side of the sign said 
“Stop All Abortion!” and the other said “Face It 
Abortion Kills!” 

On his hat he sported two signs, one proclaim¬ 
ing “Black Americans For Life,” the other saying 
“Abortion Stops a Beating Heart.” 

“Hey-hey, ho-ho, Roe v. Wade has got to go,” 
Gaines said as he wandered the streets alone, get¬ 
ting occasional sideways glances from passersby 
unaccustomed to seeing a protester in Lawrence¬ 
burg, let alone one decrying abortion. 

Gaines was a one-man protest march on the 
40th anniversary of Roe v. Wade, the controversial 
Supreme Court decision that legalized abortion 
nationwide. 

Gaines said Friday’s march was something he’s 
done for years, including during trips to Washing¬ 
ton, DC, to march against abortion in the nation’s 
capital. 

“We have legalized murder in this country,” 
Gaines said while taking a break. “I have spoken 
without our representatives and senators about 
this. It needs to end.” 

Gaines said he received positive and negative 
feedback while marching Friday. 

“I get more negative response from grownups 
than young girls and men,” he said, adding that 
negative feedback doesn’t deter him.

Louisville 
should be 
slam dunk 

I magine one of the big¬ 
gest sporting events in 
the world taking up 
shop just up the 
road from Law¬ 
renceburg. 

And no, I 
am not talking 
about the world 
cyclo-cross 
championships 
taking place in 
Louisville this 
week. 

Think finals. 

The Finals. The 
NBA. 

It’s not far¬ 
fetched. 

Not likely, either, but 
really, you never know. 

Unless you have been 
hibernating and watching 
non-stop reruns of the Ken¬ 
tucky Wildcats’ run to the 
NCAA championship last 
year - hey, it’s tempting - 
you know that some movers 
and shakers in Louisville 
are trying to woo an NBA 
team to town as a way to 
help bring stability to the 
financially-troubled KFC 
Yum! Center. 

It would be wonderful 
thing. 

I am old enough to 
remember when Louisville 
was the home base for one 
of pro basketball’s most suc¬ 
cessful franchises, the Ken¬ 
tucky Colonels. 

The 1974-75 version of 
that team, featuring Artis 
Gilmore, Dan Issel and 
Louie Dampier, might have 
been the best team in the 
world. We never found out 
since there was no “World 
Series” between the ABA 
and NBA titlists. But many 
analysts at the time felt 
those Colonels were superi¬ 
or to the Golden State War¬ 
riors, the NBA champs. 

After only one more 
season - and the disastrous 
(and stupid) trade of Issel to 
the Baltimore Claws - the 
Colonels were no more. 

Area fans, who filed into 
Freedom Hall as one of the 
top draws in pro basketball 
at the time, were left to 
head to Indianapolis to see 
the once-hated Pacers. 

I could only be nostalgic 
Saturday night as I watched 
the Utah Jazz take one from 
the Pacers in overtime on 
the NBA Network. 

Those were two of the 
ABA’s outposts. The Pac¬ 
ers, arguably the ABA’s 
most successful franchise, 
were home to the great Mel 
Daniels, Downtown Roger 
Brown and Freddie Lewis. A 
young George McGinnis got 
his start there too. 

Utah? The old Stars 
might have folded during 
the ABA’s last year but they 
also had quite a rivalry with 
the Colonels. Zelmo Beatty, 
Ron Boone and company 
defeated Kentucky in a 
seven-game finals thriller 
in 1971. 

Those kind of things 
could happen again. 

Just think. This is basket¬ 
ball country but how many 
people want to see the Wild¬ 
cats or Louisville Cardinals 
but can’t get tickets? How 
many would warm to the 
idea of the NBA being in 
town? 

I can’t answer that, but 
what I can tell you is that 
when I attended the Indi¬ 
ana Pacers’ home opener 
with the Sacramento 
Kings back in November, 
there were large cheers 
for former Kentucky play¬ 
ers DeMarcus Cousins and 
Chuck Hayes playing for 
the Kings. 

It’s fair to say those 
cheers were from people 
living in Muncie or Terre 
Haute. 

I still don’t think it will 
happen, even though Lou¬ 
isville is smack-dab in the 
middle of basketball coun-

'Machine' 

McKee, Cann lead Lady Bearcats, 
clinch 30 th District's top seed

SHELBYVILLE - When asked about 
his team’s 64-31 win over Collins clinch¬ 
ing the top seed in the 30 th District Tour¬ 
nament and running its winning streak 
over district competition to 26 games, 
Anderson County coach Tony Kays only 
chuckled a minute. 

He answered with what might seem 
to be a canned comment, “It means a 
little more being a district game,” Kays 
said. “We were fortunate to win district 
four years ago and we want to keep 
things going.” 

But, really, did anyone expect differ¬ 
ently last Thursday? 

“They are just a machine,” one Col¬ 
lins fan was heard to describe the Lady 
Bearcats, ranked No. 2 in all of last 
week’s major statewide polls. 

A machine that notched its 21 st win 
in 22 games, Anderson simply took care 
of what was expected. “We shot well and 
we came out of the gate,” Kays said. “We 
passed well and our defense was good.” 

The Lady Bearcats raced to leads of 
8-0 and 14-3, prompting Collins coach 
Philip Conder to burn two timeouts in 
the first 4:07. They withstood a gallant 
Collins rally - the Titans drew within 
28-17 by halftime and actually got their 
deficit to nine points early in the third 
quarter - with starting center Kali Whi¬ 
teside on the bench with two fouls for 
much of the first half 

By the break, starters Alex Avritt and 
Makenzie Cann also had two blemishes 
by their names on the scorebook. 

Ho hum. 

Just turn up the pressure and turn 
things over to Eriel McKee, who led all 
scorers with 21 points. McKee rebound¬ 


ed, 10 of them, blocked shots, came up 
with steals in the mid-court and effec¬ 
tively took over. When she finally left 
the game for good in the fourth quarter, 
several Collins fans even gave McKee a 
round of applause. 

“Eriel can get a rebound and go up 
the middle, then score in transition,” 
Kays said. She is the best-kept secret 


in the state of Kentucky. People in the 
Eighth Region know about her but 
statewide, she is not getting her due. She 
will. 

“She comes out to play every night 
and we take her for granted. She has 
been doing it so long and looks so effort-

BEREA - Makenzie Stoner 
knew something had to give. 

Now, though, the Anderson 
County native is taking, as in 
taking it all in as her competi¬ 
tive basketball career is wind¬ 
ing down at Berea College.

of the school website, a visitor has to 
look for the link to athletics. Class- 
work is at the top. Court work is well 
down the totem pole. 

“When Makenzie told me about 
leaving the team because of academ¬ 
ics, I could do nothing but respect 
her decision,” Berea coach Terrence 
Brooks recalls. “As a coach, we want 
to have kids in practice everyday, 
never miss a game, and win each 
night. But, these kids are here to get 
the best education available to them, 
so I told her that I respected her deci¬ 
sion and that if she wanted to come 
back out her senior year that I would 
allow it.” 

And Stoner has thrived in her 
final go-round on the court. 

“Makenzie is our backup point 
guard. We can always can depend 
on her to play tough, hard-nosed 
defense,” Brooks said. “We look to 
Makenzie for leadership while she is 
on the floor, especially to the young¬ 
er players.” 

When she entered the game at 
the 14-minute mark on Jan. 19, she 
immediately began directing traf¬ 
fic offensively and pressured the St. 
Louis guards defensively. It was a 
game in which Berea forced 35 turn¬ 
overs. 

“It’s kind of hard to play in a game 
like this,” she said, “but it was a (Ken¬ 
tucky Intercollegiate Athletic) Con¬ 
ference win, so that was good.” 

Which is what Stoner says Berea 
has been for her. 

At Anderson County, Stoner was 
backup point guard for three seasons, 
but moved into the starting lineup 
as a senior, when the Lady Bearcats 
won the 30th District championship 
for the first time in 31 years. Ironical¬ 
ly, one of her best outings that year 
came against Paris in the Kentucky 
Bank Shootout at Bourbon County. 

The Paris coach? Terrence Brooks. 

Stoner scored only six points 
that night but played a flawless 
floor game against the Greyhounds’ 
relentless pressure as Anderson pre¬ 
vailed 39-37. 

About that same time, another 
former Anderson player, Summer 


Smith Simmons, then an assistant 
coach at Berea, approached Stoner 
about playing basketball at the 
school 

Stoner admits she was not familiar 
with the school but did her research. 
She talked to several people, includ¬ 
ing Anderson boys’ basketball coach 
Glen Drury, a Berea grad, Lady 
Bearcat coach Tony Kays, and long 
time Lady Bearcat assistant Wayne 
King. 

She found it was not for everyone, 
but it has been the perfect place for 
her. 

“You are here to get an education 
first and foremost,” she says. “Berea 
has changed me. I struggled here 
at first because it is a completely 
different world. It has made me a 
better person.... Through basketball 
and academics, I am prepared to go 
out into the world and pursue my 
career.” 

And there are no allowances made 
because someone has basketball 
practice. 

“They require us to do our aca¬ 
demics as well as our labor program,” 
says Stoner, who works 10-12 hours a 
week in the college post office. “It is a 
challenge daily to go to class, to go to 
work and come to practice.” 

But Stoner would not change a 
thing. She will start applying for jobs 
soon, hoping to land a nursing job 
in Lexington or Louisville. “I don’t 
have a clue where I will end up,” she 
smiles. “Obviously, coming out, I will 
take about anything.” 

It is apparent Stoner is proud of 
what she has accomplished, but also 
a sense of resignation that sometime 
in March, she will walk off the bas¬ 
ketball court as a competitive player 
for the final time. 

She would love to stay around the 
game, but says, “As a new nurse, you 
probably get on the night shift, so it 
will be difficult.” 

Just as leaving Berea will be. 

“It is almost unreal,” she says. “It 
seems like I had just gotten my foot 
in the door and now I am going out 
the door. It is almost unreal to think 
four years ago, I was playing my first 
college game. 

“It is kind of bittersweet.”

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less in doing it.”

Common sense needed when addressing firearms 


E ducation. 

We have all been 
told since we were old 
enough to communicate that 
in order to succeed in this 
world we need an education 
whether it be outdoors or in. 

We need to 
learn how to at 
least read and 
write in order 
to function in 
today’s society. A 
formal education 
for most folks 
can be a good 
thing, and notice 
I wrote “most.” 

Some folks can, 
and do, are over¬ 
educated and lose 
track of common 
sense. 

Good walking around sense 
can be hard to find these 
days, with a lot of people just 
looking for something to tick 
them off or trying to find 
anything that’s politically 
incorrect or something to 
happen so they can then get 
ticked off. 


The recent tragedies in our 
great country have brought 
out a lot of issues regarding 
education, common sense and 
all kinds of politics. My think¬ 
ing is the politics should be 
used to educate folks toward 
more common sense thinking. 

Yes, I’m a strong believer 
in the Second Amendment. 
Common sense to me is pro¬ 
tecting myself and my family 
from harm in pretty much 
any way I deem necessary 
if threatened. That would 
include anything from a stick 
to a high-powered rifle and 
anything in between. 

Common sense to me is 
having a means of dispatch¬ 
ing a threat to my person or 
property, if necessary. Com¬ 
mon sense to me is having 
an armed police officer in 
our local schools and possibly 
trained concealed carry per¬ 
mitted staff. Common sense 
tells me, unfortunately, that 
it’s just the world we live in 
today. 

Anderson County has long 
had a police presence in its 


schools. As a board of educa¬ 
tion member from 2002-061 
voted to maintain this pres¬ 
ence and the board agreed to 
pay a portion of the officer’s 
annual salary. 

I was pleased to read 
recently where that coop¬ 
eration with our local police 
departments and current 
board of education is continu¬ 
ing. I had already completed 
my column for this month 
when I read that Sheriff Troy 
Young was obviously using 
his common sense to protect 
and uphold our values and 
the Constitution. I wanted to 
add a thumbs up to the sher¬ 
iff and his staff to say thanks. 

Keep up the good work. 

I don’t support gun-free 
zones. Gun-free zones (i.e. 
schools, certain public build¬ 
ings, etc.) create an easy, 
non-resistant area to wreak 
havoc on people who cannot 
defend themselves because 
they are law-abiding citizens 
and therefore supposed to be 
unarmed. 

People, whether mentally 


stable or not, typically don’t 
walk into a local gun show, 
police department, etc., where 
weapons are known to be and 
start problems. 

I do think all states should 
submit names of those 
with mental health issues 
to the federal government 
so those individual’s names 
will appear on firearm back¬ 
ground checks. 

I liken the known presence 
of guns as a deterrent to those 
intent on doing wrong to the 
following. We’ve all been 
driving down the highway, 
popped over a hill or around a 
curve and discovered a police 
officer with a trained eye 
and radar waiting for those 
exceeding the speed limit. Did 
you ever notice that whether 
you are speeding or not you 
typically pick your foot up 
off the accelerator and maybe 
even hit the brakes a little? 
Did you then check the rear 
view mirror to make sure the 
officer didn’t pull out behind 
you? Sure you did. 

The mere presence of the 


police car and officer and 
knowing that doing wrong 
(in this case speeding) will be 
costly was enough to slow you 
down and make you think 
and stop speeding if you were 
in the first place. I would also 
venture to guess that the next 
time you drive that stretch 
of road you will think and 
remember where the officer 
was sitting and will be abid¬ 
ing the law at least in that 
area. Common sense and ratio¬ 
nal thinking will take our 
country a long way. 

I have always tried to 
include education in my 
outdoor columns in one form 
or another. I have always 
encouraged parents, grand¬ 
parents or others to take kids 
hunting and fishing when¬ 
ever possible. They need to be 
taught the basics and safety 
of each. 

Take a kid hunting and 
fishing soon. See ya outside,
